REMARKS 



Claims 1-12 and 29-69 remain pending in the application. Reconsideration is 
respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 

Double Patenting Rejections : 

The Examiner provisionally rejected claims 1-12 and 29-69 under the judiciary 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the 
claims of co-pending Application Nos. 10/106,600 and 10/106,731 (now issued patent 
7,013,303). Claims 1-12 and 29-69 were also rejected under the judiciary created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims from 
U.S. Patent 6,961,723, and claims from U.S. Patent 6,950,821. Apphcants traverse these 
rejections. However, for expediency, four Terminal Disclaimers are submitted herewith 
to obviate the obviousness-type double patenting rejections.
